Railroad stockholders that the big banking 
house of Droxel, Morgan & Co., with its 
branch in Philadelphia—Drcxcl & Co.—and 
in London—J, S. Morgan & Co.—should 
hold the destiny of their property in the 
hollow of its hand. 
The greed for gold is 


the ruling passion of the world and witli 
these bankers this passion is developed in 
the most rapacious form. They practically 
say to the Reading people unless you let U; 
reorganize your road wo propose to prevent 
its reorganization by anyone else, their 
motive being to obdiin the commissions 
which must be paid for advancing money 
and floating new bonds. The reorganiza- 
tion of 1887 paid Drexe! & Co. almost $1,- 
000,000 in commissions and when the gen- 
eral mortgage of that period was drawn it 
was so framed that in case of default the 
holders of one-tenth of the general bonds 
outstanding could insist upon foreclosure 
and thus block a plan for reorganization. 
The general mortgage bonds were Moated 
through the Drexels and it is an easy matter 
therefore for them to control one-tenth of 
the entire issue, amounting to about $45,- 
000,000. This is the key to the situation 
and the Drexels hold it. No matter what 
order the court may make, no matter how 
heartily the stockholders and bondholder's 
may favor the reorganization plan it cannot 
succeed if it has the disapproval of the 
Drexels, who are not members of the syndi- 
cates formed to share the spoils. 


This dog-in-the-manger policy is pretty 


hard on the Heading stockholders and in- 
come bondholders, who must bo the princi- 
pal sufferers as long as the Reading remains 
in receivers' hands. 
Every semi-annual

is defaulted upon piles up an interest bear- 
ng debt of $900,000 ahead of the stock- 
lolders and income bondholders and in a 
oauit, niuc uiio ucu*. mil auiouill to <iz, tw,- 
XX), as the third coupon will soon be de- 
faulted upon.

"want the negro to remain servants. So 
long as they appear as servants, accompanied 
by their masters, they are perfectly wel- 
come to enter any railway car in the South, 
but when a negro is self-respecting, well- 
dressed and intelligent and desires to travel 
in a first-class car he is barred. It is not 
the man they object lo, but the class of man.'' 


She made a strong plea for equal rights, 


claiming that there should be one law for 
black and white, and that the white men 
who traduce colored vromeu should be 
treated ia the same manner tliat black men 
are treated who assault white women. This 
claim of assault, BO commonly made, she re- 
girded as trumped up to cover the perfidy 
of the white men and the falseness of white 
women, and citing the horrible case in 
Texarkana where a whii e woman had set 
fire to the stake at which u negro was burned, 
she asserted that it bad been proved that 
the negro had maintained the white woman 
and her worthless white liuaband forovcra 
year. 
What are crimes and misdemeanors 


:;mong the whites become capital offenses 
among the blacks. 


The remedy, she said, is to turn on the 


light. Make all the facts known, and insist 
upon the nation calling for the truth. The 
Christian churches, the Christian Endeavor, 
the r. M. C. A. and all organizations in the 
South, which ought to be working for the 
elevation of the negro, are discriminating 
against him and endeavoring to degrade 
him. 
She thought there was plenty of mis- 


sionary work to be done at home and among 
the white people of the South, who sanction 
cruelties which arc not now tolerated by tho 
barbarous people of the earth. "The negro 
is only half emancipated," she said, "moral 
emancipation must cotue by our own efforts. 
When the negro is given a fair trial for life 
and liberty, then and only then can he 
heartily join in the national hymn 'My 
Country 'tis of Thee.'" 


Frederick Douglass said that the history 


of his people could b«i traced by a trail of 
blood. The persecutions of to-day are due 
to the whips, gags, thumb screws, branding 
irons, yokes and jibes of tbe days of slavery, 
He did not believe the chargo of assault 
upon white women was true because during 
all the days of reconstruction it had not 
been brought. 
First there were political 


excuses for killing the negro, then there 
was the pretext of insurrection, but having 
disarmed the negro that cause fell as no one 
would longer believe it and so they resorted 
to their last charge. He does not believe it 
because the charge is made by men who 
have violated their oaths of allegiance. 


"Oh, but they say they have an awful 


problem on their hands, the negro problem. 
I deny that it is a negro problem. It is not 
a black man's problem, but a national prob- 
lem. 
The question is whether there is hon- 


esty enough, morality enough and fair play 
enough to see that the constitution is faith- 
fully executed, that is the problem. 
This 


is not a race question, but. a great human 
question. The negro was not emancipated 
because he was a negro, but because ho was 
a man."

A special demonstra- 
tion will occur on the night of October 23, 
al Carnagie Hall, at which Cbauncey Cepew 
will introduce General Booth. Of General 
Booth, (he New York Tribune says : 


"General Booth is a most interesting and 


forceful man. 
He began life with no ad- 


vantages of birth, wealth, or education, as 
lay exhorter of a small and obscure sect of 
Christians. Bui he soon outgrew the narrow 
limitations of such work, though he did so 
at first without being conscious whither he 
was tending. Indeed, it was the suspicion 
and jealousy of the ministers under whom 
he worked that drove him into founding the 
Salvation Army almost by accident. But, 
of course, no accident can explain the estab- 
lishment and growth of the Salvation Army 
It is entirely within bounds to say that to the 
uniquegenius and organizing skill of William 
Booth it owes its existence and success. And 
to say this is to put him among the remark- 
able religious leaders of Ihe world 
In fact 


he has done for this age much the same thing 
that the founders of the great monastic or- 
ders did for the Middle Ages ; or, perhaps, 
even a betlcr parallel for his work would be 
found in the Jusuit order, with whose 


points in common. 


"General Booth will not find the Salvation 


Army in this country the power that it hps 
become in England. There are many rea- 
sons lor this, perhaps the greatest being the 
fact that religious forces more or less akin 
to the Army are already at work here. Unti 
recently English Christianity did little for 
the unchurched masses, and thus gave the 
Army an unoccupied field, which it had the 
wisdom to seize. 
Uut just because American 


Christianity is alive to she duty of reaching 
the masses, its feeling toward the Army ii 
one cf friendly sympathy; and its greai 
founder will find that he has <t hoat o: 
fnends and well-wishers in America, whoai 
names are not recorded in the roster of the 
Salvation Army "

Agent at Philadelphia, calls attention to tin 
Act of Congress, approved August 23, 1894 
requiring foui th-clasi postmasters to admin 
istcr oaths to pensioncis and their witnessei 
to pension vouchers. This will be a grea! 


convenience to thousands 
of pensioners 


thoroughout the country, as, in many cases 
they are obliged to tratel several m'les to 
reach a Justice of the Peace. The Act reads 
as follows: 


"That hereafter, in addition to the officers 


now authorized to administer oaths in such 
cases, fourth-class postmasteis of the Umtc-< 
States are hereby required, empowered an' 
authoiiycd to administer any and all oaths 
required to be made by pensioners and wit 
nesses in the execution of their vouchers 
with like effect and force as officers havmj 
a sisal' and such postmaster shall afhx the 
stamp of his office to his signature to such 
vouchers, and he is authorized to charge 
and receive for each voucher not exceeding 
twenty-five 
cents, to 
be paid by the 


pensioner." 


The Act does not give authority to th> 


assistants of such postmasters to execute 
vouchcis 
The stamp referred to, is held 


to be an impression of the postmarking 
stamp of the office,

Oil of Lavender. 


Tho production of lavender for distilla- 


tion Is (in important branch of the indus- 
try. 
In ;ho county of Surrey, England, 


there arc several large lavender distilleries. 
To these the growers carry their harvest- 
Ings, to bo subjected to the necessary proc- 
ess. 
The oil is contained In glands situ- 


ated ohlelly on the calyx, corolla and 
loavoe, tiu t also to a loss extent on the 
branches nnd flower stalks. In the process 
of dlstlllntlon two hours are allowed for 
the ilrsc " run." This run gives the clear- 
est and btst oil, and when of a very high 
quality it Is almost colorless. 
Jfornieeec- 


ond run four hours are allowed, the oil 
produced doing of a pale amber tint and 
having a stronger, coarser odor than that 
which results from the first run. 


When the highest quality of oil is do- 


sired, flowers only arc used in the process. 
The quality of the oil secured depends also 
on the kind of season in which the flowers 
have been grown. Sunless summers result 
in a mucl reduced quantity and inferior 
quality. Thoro are many acres of land 
throughout the kingdom, producing nt 
present only a scanty crop of grass, which 
might bo used for the cultivation of tho 
lavender plant. The demand for it Is prac- 
tically unlimited, and there is therefore lit- 
tle danger of its being produced in such 
quantities that the price would fall below 
a remune-ntivo level.—Chambors' Jour- 
nal.

oftluble Glass. 


Soluble glass, or water glass, as it is 


sometimes called, is nn artificial silicate 
of sodium or potassium, or a double sili- 
cate of both of those alkalis, and thus in 
Its essential ingredients the same as ordi- 
nary glass. But ordinary glass is too slight 
extent soluble in water, owing to the al- 
kali which it contains, nnd by varying the 
proportion of the alkaline coustituents the 
compound becomes readily soluble to any 
desired degree. Attention was flrst direct- 
ed to it by Fuchs, a German chemist, 
about 1824. 
It has been used to some ex- 


tent, and quite successfully, in preventing 
the decay of stone walls and edifices under 
the action of tho weather 
The surfaoe-is 


covered with a coating of a suitable solu- 
tion, and the water soon evaporating a 
thin, transparent glnzo is loft over the 
stone, effectually protecting It from the 
disintegrating action nf the atmosphere. 
Several public buildings in vi-rious parts 
of the world have becT successfully treated 
in this way.—Family Herald.

Not signing onr articles had two evil 


consequences to us, "the young men." 
In the first place, when an attractive arti- 
cle appeared In Household Words, which 
might have been the work either of one of 
my colleagues or of myself, people used to 
ny that "Dickens was at his beet that 
week," whereas in many cases In that par- 
ticular number he had not written a sln- 
,gle line except the weekly installment of 
the "Child's History." 


I can say, for one, that I materially suf- 


fered from this systematic suppression of 
my name, for about 1863 or 1854 I pur- 
chased, at M. Dentu's bookstall, in tbe 
Palais Royal, Paris, a work In French 
purporting to be the "Nouveaur Contes de 
Charles 
Dickens," translated by M. 


Amedee Pichot, nnd among the 10 or 12 
stories In this collection I recognized trans- 
lations of my own "Key of the Street," 
and, I think, of another article of my writ- 
ing. Now this, Judged by the present 
etendord of literary ethics, was decidedly 
unfair _to tho rising authors who served 
their chief with so much enthusiastic loy- 
alty. 


In the next place, by the strict preserva- 


tion of the anonymous, Dickens unwit- 
tingly retarded not only the literary, but 
also the commarcial prospects of his d'taff. 
I.did not repine. 
* •, • Still, now, in 


my old age, I cannot be blind to the fact 
that I began to work with Dickens in 
1851, and that when I temporarily severed 
my connection with him, about seven 
years afterward, I was wholly and entire- 
ly unknown to thegeneral pnblio.—George

Major McKinlpy had this to eay: 


"Our 
present embarrassment docs not 


come from too little money, nor too much 
mom y, nor from the character of money 
now in use. Our difficulty is to get the 
mom > we havo into circulation. 
Our 


money is all good, whether It bo silver or 
gold, national bank notes, treasury notes, 
greenbacks or gold or silver cortlflcatci. 
Get Uio money out among the people is the 
Berio\is problem today. To do this womust 
not (inly havo something to sell, but be 
able t f > find somebody to buy. No matter 
what we have to sdll, if there is nobody 
able to buy it, who wants It, we must 
keep it. If wo are compelled to keep it wo 
suffer tho loss, In whole or in part, what 
it cost-t us to produce it. So long as we 
cannot port with what we have with a 
profit wo tt?o not likely to produce more 
of it. If w<j stop producing we will not 
need labor, and when we do not require 
labor v,e will not employ it, and then 
Troges are stopped, nnd when wages aro 
dtoppi el one great factor in tho distribution 
of money i« stopped. 


"Tliia is our trouble today. 
Tho banks 


aro flllod with monpy. Money was novor 
more plentiful or loss employed than it is 
now. It it because it 1< not employed that 
we have the stagnation In business which 
BO dlst resses the country, and the reason it 
is not employed la because the invitation 
to safe and profitable investment is not 
presented. 
Money will not bo invested 


unless Industry is believed to be on a per- 
manent and profitable br-..ls. Money will 
be idle and hoarded away as long us labor 
is idle, and labor will roirintn-idle until It 
can be employed with assured advantage 
to the employer. 


"If the otrculatlng medium of the coun- 


try w is double what it is today ItTwould 
be no nosier for us to get It than it la now, 
and ^\ a would havo to pot it by the some 
process. We must give something for it, 
and If what wo have to give is not wanted 
by -»n \body, and nobody is found willing 
or ablo to buy it, the money will remain 
lockoil up as it la now. What we need is 
wise industrial and fiscal legislation, and 
then i ertainty that It Is to stand. Uncer- 
tainty breeds distrust, and distrust par- 
alyzch tho arm of Industry. 


"It Is not the lack of money, nor the 


kind of money, that 'sour trouble. It is 
tho Inek of prosperous manufacturing, and 
the n 'sonco of confidence In the party 
managing tho government, and a want of 
faith in the future. When confidence and 
hope are everywhere manifested, mnnufac- 
turerfl are busy and labor Is employed; 
and wiien both are engaged, the one with 
n fair profit and the other with fair wages, 
agricu Iturc is prosperous and money has 
free and healthy circulation. 


"Thn prosperity of tho country cannot 


bo permanently stopped. It may bo de- 
layed , it may be checked; It may bo cur- 
tailed , M it has been and li now, hut no 
party la a government by the people can 
long M and in its way.

Tho fact is, there passes before 
my eyes n vision of millions of families— 
not individuals, but families—fathers, 
mothers, cbildron—passing, ghastly, sor- 
sow stricken, in never ending procession 
from theii cradles to their graves." 


BK.VNEF 1H/RLKICH: "There is no 


gainsaying tho existence, rich and potent 
as tho Biitish empire is, of widespread 
privation among tho working classes of 
Great Britain. This distress has now be- 
come a constant, an aggravated quantity. 
Men. 
women and children, by hundreds of 


thousands, miserably half clod, have to 
face tho chill English winter hibernating 
as bost tlioy can in dark, frowzy abodes, 
from whli a they emerge but to plead for 
bread." 


JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN: "The class 


of agricultural laborers of this country 
(Great Britain) are never able to do more 
than make both ends meet, and have to 
look forward in times of illness, or on the 
approach of old ago, to the workhouse as 
tho one inevitable refuge against starva- 
tion. 
Tho ordinary conditions of life 


among thi largo proportion of the popula- 
tion are such that common decency is 
absolutely impossible; and all thlt goes on 
in sight of tho mansions of tho rich." 


JOHN iroiiLEV: "It is an awful fact- 


it is really not short of awful—that in this 
country (G root Britain) with all its wealth, 
all its vast resources, all its power, 46 per 
cent.—tha' Is to say, nearly ono-half—of the 
persons who reach the age of CO ore or have 
boon paup irs. I say it is a most tremen- 
dous fact, and I cannot conceive any sub- 
ject more worthy of the attention of all." 


THOMASCARLYLE: "British Industrial 


existence seems fast becoming one huge 
poison swamp of reeking pestilence—phys- 
ical and moral—a hideous living Golgotha 
of souls o:id bodies burled alive. Thirty 
thousand outcast needlewomen working 
themselves swiftly to death. Three million 
paupers rotting in forced idleness; and 
these are but items in the gad ledger of de- 
spair."

A FRAUD, 
RATS SINOERLT, 


Mr. Slncerly, who was the Democratic

The 
fiict that the btntcmeut was considered of 
Interest by The Press urges the writer to 
call attention to similar methods being 
employed to strengthen the weak candi- 
dacy of P.H Strubingcr, the congressional 
nominee of the Democrats of the Nine- 
teenth distrh b. 


Soon after the party nominations were 


made the Democratic workers, alarmed at 
the lack of enthusiasm with -which the 
nomination of Strubinger was received, 
and knowing particularly the disaffection 
of holdlurs to the whole ticket in Cumber- 
land county, quietly notified all those hav- 
ing claims for pension pending (of which 
there are many in this locality), if they 
would leave the numbers of their claims 
at headquarters of the county chairman 
their interests might be materially ad- 
vanced. A;, was to bo expected, many be- 
lated and worthy claimants of the govern- 
ment's provided bounty eagerly sought 
the Democratic headquarters and presented 
to County Chairman McCroa the numbers 
of their claims, to be forwarded to Wash- 
ington, and through this means receive 
BpeciiU attention.

W. H. MeCrea, Carlisle, Pa., who turns 
them over to the claimants as they arrive.

"The grange has a tariff policy; It is the 
principle of equality as found in the De- 
claration of Independence, and guaranteed 
to us in tho constitution. Hence, the 
grange has unitedly insisted that all tariff 
laws shall 'protect' the product of the 
farm as well as the product of the factory." 
All honor to the Patrons of Husbandry. 
Let them vote as they teach. In the polit- 
ical campaign In Ohio in 1888 for the elec- 
tion of a governor, etc., the Democratic 
state executive committee issued acircular 
saying: 


"The wool producing interest has a per- 


fect right to demand of the United State* 
government: 1. That It shall receive as 
much consideration and encouragement as 
are' shown to any other interest whatso- 
ever. 2. That as protection, by means of 
taxing Importations of raw wool, has thus 
far proved highly beneficial to the farmers 
of Ohio, as evidenced by the continuous in- 
crease in the numbers and values of their 
flocks, this protection shall not be with- 
drawn as long as protective policy is pur- 
sued by the United States." 


This was good doctrine then for all par- 


ties. It is good now. 


MORE CONFIDENCE PltODttCHBS. 
Wherever the opportunity presents It- 


self the people continue to help in the 
Work of confidence producing so necessary 
to revive the business destroyed by the 
free traders. The latest confidence pro- 
ducing work was done in Connecticut last 
week, when the town and city elections 
were held, and where the returns disclosed 
sweeping Republican victories in almost 
every election district. There was just 
another such a Republican sweep as there 
was in Vermont, Maine and elsewhere 
wb.ere the people toave secured a chance to 
assert themselves and show what they re- 
gard as the best method of restoring con- 
fidence. 


In every case the method favored is th e 


success of the candidates for office who 
are members of the party of protection, 
and it bos made little difference to the 
people how far the offices have been re- 
moved from power to exert any influence 
in the work of drafting a national policy.

It has been 
printed here before, but it cannot be 
placed before the reader too often. Here 
is whut Mr. McBryde said:

as hisi party does to him, hut (liis can 
safely be said of General Hastiues, the 
Republican candidate for governor of 
Pennnylvauia. General Hastings is thor- 
oughly in accord with organized labor,, 
As a coal operator he .always preferred, tpj, 
do business with the officials of the union, 
and many a difficulty 'Dan' has helped 
the boys to smooth over. He has always

his works. He has always paid his men 
semi-monthly ia cash. Whoever in the 
Republican party may be assailed, its 
candidate for governor is above reproach 
in the eyes of a coal miner."

vania mines for many years, and is closer 
to the miners of that state than any other 
official of the national organization. A 
determined effort has been made, by send- 
ing men into the coal regions to make 
Populist speeches, to seduce Republican 
votes away from the Republican ticket on 
the mere ground that the head of the 
ticket in Pennsylvania has been a coal 
operator. Secretary McBryde does not 
meddle with politics except when the in- 
terests of the coal miners are involved, 
and it is doubtless the knowledge of this 
Democratic scheme to win miners' votes 
away from a man who has been their 
staunch friend which has prompted him 
to speak out so plainly. 


EFFECTS OF THE NEW TARIFF. 


In considering the possible effects of thie 


new tari J it is well to remember that out 
bonded warehouses were crammed with 
goods awaiting its passage. So it has been 
with every great reduction of our tarifl 
duties. Always the foreign producer ha1- 
taken for granted that his opportunity ie 
come, and that the markets of America 
are delivered over to him. In 1788 the con- 
clusion of peace with England abolished 
the restrictions the war had laid on im- 
portations. 
The country was deluged 


with English goods which had to be sold 
below cost. Domestic industry was at a 
standstill. The peace of 1815 terminated 
the double duties of the tariff of 1812, and 
the restrictions of war upon commerce. 
We then saw another deluge of English 
goods. These also had to be sold at a sac- 
rifice, and Brougham said this was no loss 
to England, as it served to to kill off the 
American manufactures "which the wai 
had forced into existence, contrary to the 
natural courseof things." The reduction 
of duties in 1835, 184T and 1857 caused a 
great increase in importations. How di- 
rectly sucli changes work on imports was 
seen in the fall of 1892, when great quan- 
tities of goods were rushed in to evade the 
higher duties of the McKinley tariff. 


Before the Gorman bill became a law 


the British exporter had been keeping the 
quantity of goods he placed on our mar- 
ket down to a minimum. He sent us less, 
and of what he sent all that was not 
needed at once he has kept in bond until 
the new law went into operation. But he 
has not made less, nor has he less to sell. 
On the contrary, in the depressed condi- 
tion of his European and Asiatic trade he 
has a great mass of goods on his hands, 
which arc coming to America. In the 
present state of trade we become a ' 'sac- 
rifice market" for the surplus of British 
goods. And for this the new tariff ia ad- 
mirably suited. It levies ad valorem in- 
stead of specific duties, so that the duties 
will (all with evji-y fall in prices, and 
thus diminish to a shadow the little pro- 
tection the new tariff offers.

FREE TRADE AKD PROTECTION. 


Those who are not so unfortunate as to 


be left in idleness will have the opporlun- 
Ifcy.to test free trade by the household 
budget. They will find that free trade Is 
a system of taxation, no less than protec 
tion, and has to get just as much revenue 
out of the people for the treasury. They 
also will find that while protection ad- 
justs duties for the benefit of American 
labor, free trade shifts those duties to 
articles which do not compete with Ameri- 
can labor, but which all classes have to 
consume. Thus raw sugar came in free 
nnder the McKiuloy tariff, and this at 
once forced down the price of all sugars. 
Now they will go up, and every time a 
woman buys a pound of .sugar, or a child 
spends a dime on candy, they will pay 
part of the tax taken off the clothing im- 
ported for "society " people from London 
or Paris. 


In fact, the duties levied ou imports by 


the McKinley tariff bill fell slightly or 
not at all upon the body of the people, 
while they worked to secure to them tha 
largest and best paid employment possi- 
ble. Those of the new tariff, in so far as 
they fall below the McKinley bill, tend to 
reduce both wages and employment,while 
tfye new taxes will fall upon the people at 
large out of all proportion to their ability 
to- pay.,. The duties on sugar, on which 
Mr. Carlisle counts to bring up the reve 
nue, are borne in proportion to consump- 
tion. The rich consume only a little more 
than the poor do a head, and the bulk ol 
the tax will fall on the most numerous 
class, and that least able to bear it. 


We have heard a great deal of the rapid 


growth of big fortunes in America, and 
the tariff has been charged with being the 
cause of it. A close examination of 1,100 
of the biggest fortunes in and around 
New York shows that very few of them 
have been accumulated in manufactur- 
ing, Dealing in stocks, managing rail- 
roads, and ownership of real estate have 
been the basis of most. In fact, the tariff 
tended to equalize conditions, so long as 
It was thoroughly protective. It enabled 
workmen to demand better wages, and to 
accumulate savings by hundreds of mil- 
Hons of dollars, while it exempted them 
from taxes on necessaries produced abroad, 
snch as tea, coffee and sugar. The new 
tariff takes the first step toward the kind 
of tariff the ruling class have enacted in 
England for their own benefit—that is, a 
tariff which does nothing for English 
labor, but levies high duties on tea, coffee, 
sugar, tobacco and other articles of gen- 
eral consumption. In this way the bulk 
of this English taxation falls on the poor, 
and tends to keep them down. 


, 
A FAIR SAMPLE. 


The principal result of the tarifl agita- 


tion was the closing down of tu<i majority 
of the places of employment. Now that 
the agitation is over, unless the Demo- 
crats succeed in maintaining control ol 
the government, the owners of manufac- 
turing establishments are looking the 
situation in the face, trying to discover 
where and what the chances are for re- 
sumption and how they can adjust theii 
business to the new conditions forced on 
them by the new tariff. A sample of the 
new conditions is furnished by a notice 
that has just been posted in the mill oi 
•the American Cordage Manufacturing 
company at Greenpoint, New York. Here 
•is the-notice: 
^'The government of the United State? 
having removed the duty on bagging, it 
can be imported free. Bagging is man- 
ufactured in India, Germany and Scot 
land. Wages in these countries are a> 
follows: For weavers, spinners and men 
laborers, ten cents per day in India; thirtj 
cents per day in Germany; forty-five cents 
per day in Scotland, and other countries 
in proportion. 


"In spite of these very low wages paid 


In other countries the company hopes 
that it may be found possible to continue 
the business here. luquiry is now being 
made as to the cost of landing bagging 
here from other countries, and on the iu 
formation obtained the management will 
determine what course to pursue. It ia 
with much sorrow thatthe employes are 
notified that under the best conditions 
that are hoped for it will not be possible 
to continue to pay the present scale ol 
wages. 


"By about Nov. 1 it will be decided 


whether the mill can be run at all, and il 
•o at what rate of pay for each class oi 
employes. Meantime the present rate of 
wages will continue to be paid. The man- 
agers of the company appreciate the good 
work lately given by all the employes, 
and while thanking each one, now wish 
to remind ithem that it is only by extra 
effort and increased production that the 
mill can possibly be kept goine." 


The mill employs about 700 hands, and 


It is safe to say that none of them will 
Tote the ticket this year of the party that 
has made it possible for the product ol 
the labor (hat is paid ten, thirty and forty- 
Jive cents a day to come into the country 
free of duty in competition with the pro- 
duct of the well paid American labor, ol

It has been asserted by some of the best 


informed public men that there will be a 
deficit in the public revenues of over $30,- 
000,000 for the current year closing June 
80, 1895, while some of the tariff reformers 
are proclaiming a surplus of at least $40,- 
006,000. The first fifteen days under the 
new law show but a small gain of receipt* 
above expenditures, while it is generally 
known that millions of goods have been 
released from bond, by which the public 
revenues have been increased during these 
fifteen days. If the revenues for the first 
month are not very largely increased over 
tbe expenditures, then it is a sure fact 
that a large deficit must occur. The 
Democratic party is earning for itself the 
reputation of being unable to collect 
money while posing as retrenching always 
la the expenditure of money.
